The editor’s name is William 
Faber. The name Faber is associated in our 
mind with lead pencils, and any editor whose 
name is lead pencil ought to be able to grind 
ont a lot of copy. We don’t know him, but 
will some day if the lord is on our side, which 
he is. The associate editor is E. Chapin 
Gard, who has fame that is not parted in the 
middle like the name is. , We have often ran 
across good stuff penned by E. Chapin Gard, 
and some of it is sort of set to music that is 
Hinot of the phonographie kind.

Hsador to Turkey, Oscar S. Straus, throws a 
N flood of light upon many phases of the Euro. 
pean entanglement. Foremost of Mr. Straus 
observations is the opinion that the present is 
not a war of the European peoples, but rather 
one of the monarchs. He says: ‘‘The war has 
not been projected by will of the people, but 
against their will, and the aggressions come 
from the ambition of the ruling classes, if not 
}the rulers themselves.’? And he adds: ‘In 
my opinion, the great blessing that will result 
Wfrom this titanic world clash will be the ob- 
yliteration of every monarchy in Europe. 
, When the armed forces have fought them- 


Hselves out there will not be one sovereignty 
left.’”
